AN  ACT 

To  Incorporate  the  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 

Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Moses  Grant,  Thomas  Tarbell,  Isaac  Means,  their 
associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  Corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  “Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism,”  for 
the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  and  removing  the  causes  of  pauperism, 
and  the  discouragement  of  street  beggary,  by  obtaining  and  com¬ 
municating  information  about  applicants  for  charity,  and  aiding  them 
to  obtain  employment,  with  all  the  powers,  and  subject  to  all  the 
duties  and  liabilities,  set  forth  in  the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the 
Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate,  not 
exceeding  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate, 
not  exceeding  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the  aforesaid 
charitable  purposes.

GEORGE  N.  BRIGGS. 
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An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  To  Incorporate  the  Boston  Society  for 

the  Prevention  of  Pauperism. 

Be  it  enacted  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism 
may  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceed¬ 
ing  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  which  it 
is  now  allowed  to  take  and  hold  under  its  Act  of  incorporation, 
approved  the  twenty-first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-seven. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

April  8,  1864.  Approved. 


An  Act  To  Change  the  Name  of  the  Boston  Society  for  the 

Prevention  of  Pauperism. 

Be  it  enacted  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism 
'shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  “Industrial  Aid  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism,”  and  under  such  name  shall  hold 
all  its  property,  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges,  and  do  all  things, 
which  it  could  have  done  under  its  former  name. 

Sect.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

May  18,  1866.  Approved. 


An  Act  To  Change  the  Name  of  the  industrial  Aid  Society  for 

the  Prevention  of  Pauperism. 

Section  1.  The  Industrial  Aid  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Pauperism  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Industrial  Aid  Society, 
and  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  do  all  things  which  it  could 
have  done  under  its  former  name,  and  shall  hold  all  its  property 
under  the  name  of  the  Industrial  Aid  Society. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  past  year  was  the  seventy-fifth  in  the  life  of  this  so¬ 
ciety,  which  was  founded  in  1835  by  Mr.  Charles  F.  Barnard, 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Tuckerman  and  others  who  were  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  their  poorer  citizens.  In  all  the  intervening 
years  men  have  come  forward  to  take  up  the  work  and  con¬ 
tinue  it  down  to  the  present  time.  Circumstances  and  people 
have  changed,  and  are  ever  changing,  but  the  desire  to  do 
good  to  others,  to  help  one’s  fellow  men  in  an  intelligent  and 
lasting  manner  still  continues,  and  we  of  the  twentieth  cen¬ 
tury  are  giving  our  time  and  thought  and  best  efforts  to  carry 
on  a  society  which  was  founded  in  the  early  part  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century.  We  have  changed  the  name ;  we  have  in  large 
measure  changed  the  methods  of  work.  Yet  we  still  main¬ 
tain  the  same  organization  and  are  still  working  to  lessen 
the  suffering  and  pauperism  in  Boston. 

Our  record  of  work  done  this  last  year  is  most  gratifying. 
We  secured  positions  for  2,473  persons,  a  majority  being  per¬ 
manent  places,  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  in  the  country. 
Owing  to  the  improved  business  conditions  obtaining,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year,  there  were  less  applications  for 
work  but  more  calls  from  employers  than  heretofore,  Every 
year  sees  an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  foreign  born  appli¬ 
cants,  thus  keeping  pace  with  the  large  immigration  from 
European  ports.  The  tendency  of  newly  arrived  foreigners  to 
remain  in  the  city  continues  as  marked  as  ever,  a  condition 
which  this  society  strives  to  overcome  in  a  degree  by  furnish¬ 
ing  places  in  the  country  for  as  many  men  and  women  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  work  of  the  Industrial  Aid  Society  is  not  one  which 
makes  much  noise  in  the  world,  nor  does  it  attract  much  at¬ 
tention  from  the  newspapers.  It  has  nothing  of  the  sensa- 
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tional  about  it.  It  is  a  steady,  sustained  effort  to  find  work 
for  needy  workers ;  to  get  employment  for  men  and  women 
unable  to  procure  it  for  themselves ;  to  overcome  the  difficulty 
presented  so  often  by  the  partial  incapacity  of  the  would-be 
worker.  All  this  is  hard  in  the  doing  and  is  apt  to  be  a  thank¬ 
less  task,  save  for  the  consciousness  of  having  done  one’s  duty 
and  of  having  helped  a  little  to  make  the  world  happier  and 
better.  So  many  of  the  people  applying  to  us  are  in  special 
need  of  immediate  help  that  we  feel  inspired  to  extraordinary 
efforts  to  find  places  where  they  can  at  once  earn  something 
for  their  dependent  families.  Our  work  is  closely  inter-re¬ 
lated  with  that  of  the  Provident  Association  and  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Charities,  the  former  society  giving  relief  till  the  wage 
earner  of  the  family  can  get  work  through  us,  and  the  latter 
society  applying  to  us  as  the  source  -whence  must  come  the 
permanent  relief  of  the  family  by  our  getting  employment  for 
its  able-bodied  members. 

By  the  death  of  Robert  Treat  Paine  the  society  has  lost 
one  of  its  oldest  officers  and  members,  whose  services  to  this 

society  since  1879,  as  director,  vice-president  and  member  of 
its  executive  and  finance  committees,  have  been  of  incalcula¬ 
ble  value.  Rarely  absent  from  a  meeting  and  always  ready  to 
give  sound  advice  and  seasonable  help,  he  has  been  our  main¬ 
stay  for  more  than  thirty  years.  His  wide  experience  in  phil¬ 
anthropic  and  social  work  made  his  advice  especially  helpful. 
He  was  fertile  in  suggestion  and  believed  that  our  society 
should  lead  in  investigation  and  research  into  many  of  the 
problems  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  community.  At  our 
monthly  executive  committee  meetings  very  many  matters 
of  general  interest  were  brought  up  from  time  to  time  by  him, 
such  as  the  cheap  lodging  houses,  the  character  of  immigra¬ 
tion,  etc.  These  problems,  and  others  like  them,  were 
thoroughly  discussed.  Sometimes  special  committees  were 
appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon  them.  Action  taken 
by  our  board  frequentfy  led  to  the  enactment  of  needed  legis¬ 
lation  and  was  often  followed  by  beneficial  results. 

Mr.  Paine  was  a  model  citizen.  His  life  was  a  most  un-  ' 
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usual  one,  devoted  almost  wholly  to  the  welfare  of  others. 
Working  daily,  and  every  hour  of  the  day,  to  better  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  his  fellow  men,  he  was  an  officer  in  most  of  the 
charitable  and  philanthropic  societies  of  the  city.  One  of  the 
founders  of  the  Associated  Charities,  he  was  its  first  president 
and  continued  to  hold  that  office  for  nearly  thirty  years.  He 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  success  of  that  organization 
and  for  the  great  good  which  it  has  accomplished  and  is  still 
accomplishing  in  our  community.  In  every  society  to  which 
he  belonged  he  easily  took  a  leader’s  place  and  kept  it  by  su¬ 
perior  knowledge,  punctual  attendance  and  painstaking  activ¬ 
ity.  He  was  never  willing  to  be  a  figure  head.  He  always 
gave  the  best  of  his  time  and  thought  to  the  work  in  hand. 
Such  a  life  may  well  be  used  as  an  example  to  be  held  up 
before  the  youth  of  our  city  for  their  admiration  and  guid¬ 
ance.

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AGENTS  ANNUAL  REPORT 


For  the  Year  Ending  September  30th.  1910. 


In  1835,  seventy-five  years  ago.  Dr.  Joseph  Tnckerman, 
the  late  Mr.  C.  F.  Barnard  and  others  interested  in  charity 
work,  founded  the  “Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pau¬ 
perism”  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  and  removing  the 
causes  of  pauperism,  discouraging  street  beggary  by  obtaining 
and  communicating  information  about  applicants  for  charity, 
and  for  establishing  a  free  agency  between  employers  and  em¬ 
ployed.  The  Society  became  incorporated  April  20th,  1847. 
On  August  18th,  1866,  the  name  of  the  Society  was  changed 
to  the  Industrial  Aid  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism, 
and  retained  that  name  until  February  25th,  1909,  since  which 
time  it  has  been  known  as  the  Industrial  Aid  Society. 

As  the  wording  of  the  original  charter  implies,  the  work 
of  the  Society  in  its  early  existence  embraced  a  much  wider 
field  than  at  present.  It  was  more  than  a  free  employment 
bureau.  The  Society  then  undertook  to  investigate  all  cases 
of  need  referred  to  it,  whether  for  work  or  for  other  assistance. 
Now  there  are  a  score  of  societies  doing  the  kind  of  work  that 
was  formerly  done  by  this  Society,  and  who  work  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  us. 

In  1835  the  population  of  Boston  was  78,633,  made  up  to 
a  very  large  extent  of  native  born.  Today  we  have  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  670,585,  from  nearly  every  nation  on  the  face  of  the 
globe.  While  there  are  special  societies  for  almost  every 
nationality  represented  in  our  population,  the  Industrial  Aid 
Society  comes  in  contact  with  all,  and  undertakes  to  assist  all 
societies,  and  all  nationalities,  who  apply  for  assistance. 

The  Industrial  Aid  Society  numbered  among  its  early  of- 
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ficers  and  supporters  many  of  the  most  prominent  men  of  the 
time.  Besides  Dr.  Tuckerman  and  Mr.  C.  F.  Barnard,  who 
later  founded  the  Warren  Street  Chapel  (now  the  Barnard 
Memorial)  it  had  as  officers  Samuel  Atkins  Eliot;  Jonathan 
Chapman,  Mayor  of  Boston  for  three  years;  Nathan  Gurney, 
Superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  Hospital ;  Samuel  Dorr, 
who  was  president  of  the  Society  before  its  incorporation,  and 
such  representative  men  as  Moses  Grant,  Thomas  Tarbell, 
who  was  vice-president  of  the  Society  until  his  death  in  1852 ; 
Thomas  Hollis,  who  was  president  of  the  Society  from  1861 
to  1873  ;  Robert  B.  Storer,  Andrew  Bigelow,  John  P.  Robin¬ 
son,  William  B.  Storer,  Albert  Fearing,  Walter  Channing, 
Samuel  A.  Condon,  and  many  others  who  gave  freely  of 
their  services  to  the  Society  for  many  years. 

In  more  recent  years  the  late  Dr.  Edw,ard  Everett  Hale 
took  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Society.  Dr.  Sam¬ 
uel  A.  Green  served  as  a  director  for  several  years.  The  Rev. 
Samuel  B.  Cruft  served  as  a  director,  secretary  and  vice  presi¬ 
dent  more  than  fifty  years  in  all,  and  was  seldom  absent  from 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Deacon 
Andrew  Cushing  was  vice  president  for  more  than  forty  years 
and  Dr.  George  F.  Bigelow  served  equally  as  long. 

Our  late  Hon.  Robert  Treat  Paine  served  as  a  director 
and  vice  president  since  1879,  and  was  always  present  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Society  with  his  valuable  assistance  and  ad¬ 
vice.  Many  others  who  were  distinguished  for  their  charitable 
and  philanthropic  work  gave  freely  of  their  services  to  this  and 
other  organizations. 

Hon.  Thomas  C.  Amory  was  president  of  the  Society  from 
1873  to  1889.  Dr.  Hale  served  as  president  in  1890  and  the 
Rev.  George  M.  Bodge  in  1891.  Our  present  president,  Mr. 
William  P.  Fowler,  has  been  a  director  of  the  Society  since 
1882  and  president  since  1891.  Mr.  Frederic  H.  Nazro  has  the 
honor  of  being  the  oldest  member  in  time  of  service  on  our 
present  Board.  He  was  elected  a  director  in  October  1879, 
closely  followed  by  Mr.  Fowler  in  1882  and  Miss  Sarah  C. 
Paine  in  1883. 

The  early  records  of  the  Society  were  burned  about  1850, 
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so  there  is  no  definite  means  of  knowing  exactly  the  number 
of  men  and  women  that  have  received  benefit  from  the  Society 
since  its  organization,  but  from  the  reports  that  we  have  there 
is  no  doubt  that  more  than  a  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  have 
been  helped  to  support  themselves.  If  there  was  need  of  a 
society  like  ours  seventy-five  years  ago  with  the  small  popula¬ 
tion  of  our  city  at  that  time,  it  would  seem  that  with  a  popula¬ 
tion  nearly  ten  times  as  large  the  need  must  be  far  greater. 

The  liberal  support  that  the  Society  has  had  in  the  past 
will  no  doubt  be  continued  in  the  future.  The  seventy-fifth 
year  of  its  existence  would  seem  a  fitting  time  to  interest  new 
members.  We  are  losing  many  of  our  old  subscribers,  but  by 
a  special  appeal  we  have  added  twenty-five  new  members  to 
our  list  the  last  year. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  Society  during  the  past 
year,  as  shown  by  the  statistics  that  follow,  compares  favorably 
with  the  past  few  years.  We  show  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  employers,  a  decrease  in  the  whole  number  of  applicants 
and  an  increase  in  the  number  given  employment. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  ending  September  30th  are  as 
follows : 

The  number  of  employers  who  applied  for  help  in  the 
men’s  department  was  681,  and  in  the  women’s  department 
1871,  making  a  total  number  of  employers  who  applied  for 
help  2552 — an  increase  of  161  over  last  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  employment  in  the  men’s 
department  was  2009 — a  decrease  of  446  from  last  year. 

The  number  of  men  and  boys  given  employment  during 
the  year  was  641 — a  decrease  of  42  from  last  year. 

In  the  women’s  department  the  number  of  applicants  for 
work  was  1924 — an  increase  of  142  over  last  year.  There 
were  1832  given  work — an  increase  of  168. 

In  both  departments  the  whole  number  of  applicants  for 
work  was  3933 — a  total  decrease  of  applicants  of  304.  The 
whole  number  given  employment  was  2473 — an  increase  of 
126  over  last  year. 

Of  the  641  given  work  in  the  men’s  department  391  were 
permanent  places  and  250  temporary. 
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Of  the  1832  given  work  in  the  women’s  department  1055 
were  permanent  places  and  777  day-work,  or  temporary 
places. 

Of  the  2009  applicants  for  work  in  the  men’s  department 
1084  were  American  born  and  925  foreign  born. 

Of  the  641  given  work  in  the  men's  department  515  were 
placed  in  the  city  and  126  in  the  country. 

Of  the  1832  women  placed,  1277  were  given  work  in  the 
city  and  555  in  the  country. 

Work  was  found  for  98  women  who  were  inmates  of  the 
City  Temporary  Home.

BY-LAWS 


Membership. 

Article.  1.  Individuals  elected  and  serving  as  officers  of  the 
Society,  or  persons  paying  five  dollars  annually,  shall  thereby  be¬ 
come  members  of  the  Society;  and  the  payment  at  any  one  time  of 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  for  or  by  any  individual,  shall  constitute 
such  person  a  Life  Member  of  the  Society. 

Officials. 

Art.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
four  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  twelve  or  more 
Directors,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  others  shall  be  chosen. 
These  officers  shall  collectively  form  a  Board  of  Managers,  five  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
They  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Corporation,  elect  from  their  own  number:  (1)  An  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  seven  members,  who  shall  have  the  general  superintend¬ 
ence  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  during  the  intervals  between  the  reg¬ 
ular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  act  in  their  behalf. 
This  committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  doings,  which  shall  be 
laid  before  the  Board  at  their  quarterly  meetings,  or  whenever 
called  for,  shall  have  power  to  make  or  authorize  by  vote  to  be  made 
assignments,  partial  releases,  and  discharges  of  any  mortgages  held 
by  the  corporation,  also  deeds  under  power  of  sale  contained  in  any 
mortgages  so  held  and  also  deeds  of  any  real  estate  owned  by  the 
corporation.  (2)  A  Finance  Committee  of  three  members,  who  shall 
act  with  the  Treasurer  in  the  care  of  the  finances  of  the  Society; 
and  no  sales  or  purchases  of  the  Invested  Funds  shall  be  made 
without  the  written  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  committee,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  Also  an  Auditor,  wha  shall  make 
a  semi-annual  examination  of  the  accounts  and  funds  of  the  Society, 
and  certify  upon  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  if  the  same  be  correct 
and  properly  vouched. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Art.  3.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  and  in  his  absence  one  of 
the  Vice-Presidents,  or  the  Senior  Director  present. 

Secretary. 

Art.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of 
the  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
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of  all  their  proceedings,  acting  as  clerk  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

Treasurer. 

Art.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the 
finances;  he  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  due,  and  shall  dis¬ 
pose  thereof  as  shall  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
At  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  at  all  other  times  when 
required,  he  shall  render  a  full  account  of  the  pecuniary  concerns  of 
the  Society. 

Board  of  Managers. 

Art.  6.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  meetings  on  the  third 
Wednesday  of  October,  January,  April,  and  July  in  each  year,  and 
adopt  all  measures  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  promote  the  objects 
of  the  Society.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  a  written  request  from  the  President,  or  any  two  members 
of  the  Board,  to  the  Secretary  for  that  purpose.  The  Board  is 
authorized  to  fill,  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year,  all  vacancies 
in  the  Board,  or  in  any  of  the  other  offices. 

Meetirfgs. 

Art.  7.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  in  October.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may 
be  called  by  the  Board  of  Managers  whenever  in  their  opinion  expe¬ 
dient;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  call  them  when¬ 
ever  requested  to  do  so,  in  writing,  by  two  members  of  the  Society.
